ClBcUmati, May 16.— Diapleaaad orer 
tk« outcome of a case In police court 
edrlr Friday, Mrs. A. E. Leland, whose 
l>Iace ot residence is unlinowa to the 
police, tried to blind Judge William H. 
Lueders by throwing cayenne pepper 
Into bis eyes. The aaaanlt occurred on 
the etalrway of the bnUdiat at 42* 
■ Walnut 8trc<>t, Just outside the law of- 
fice of Lueders & McCabe. It Is be- 
lieved that the woman must have 
thrown at least a half pound of the 
Pepper Into the teee <tf the lurlat, on 
tlie floor near by and into the faces of 
dt6ar Keldel, an offlce boy employed 
by the law firm, and Into the face of 
Robert Grear, a colored porter, who is 
employed by Theodore Foucar, a sa- 
loonkeeper. Mr*. LebMid had been in 
police court IMday monUat n proa- 
ecuting witness. She was prosecuting 
Mounted Officer Ogden, of the local 
force, on a charge of assault and bat- 
tery. Judge Hiram Rulison was the 
attorney for the woman and assisted 
Police Prosecutor Holmes in the case. 

1%e testimony showed that the wom- 
an had thrown itones at the ofllcer 
and had acted otherwise In such a way 
that the court held that Officer Ogden 
Wna Justified in any action of a forci- 
bM nature that he may havo taken to- 
ward her. The ofllcer waa aequltted. 

• After the trial in police court was 
over the woman met Officer Ogden In 
the city hall corridor and tried to aa- 
saolt him with her umbrella. For this 
offense ahe was not arrested, but was 
allowed to gb with a warning. 

She left the city hall crying ven- 
geance against Officer Ogden and 
Judge Lueders. After leaving tht < ity 
building the woman evidently purchas- 
ed a large quantity of cayenne pepper. 
She irent to the ofllce oC Lueders ft 
MbCabe, and remained there until 
Judge Ivueders made his appearance in 
the afternoon. She appeared calm and 
did not attract any attention from the 
jiDdge's aged father, John H. Lueders, 
ittfl Oscar Keldel, the office boy, who 
were in the ofllce. "Bob" Orear, a col- 
ored porter, was cleaning the brass 
railing in the stairway, when Judge 
Lueders started to ascend the stair- 
way leading to hia offlce. When the 
Jn^ge had almost reached the top of 
the stairway, the woman took a pack- 
sge from the folds ot her dress and 

• with deliberate calmness, said: 

"Here, Judge Lueders." 

The Judge looked up and the woman 
threw the pepper Into his face with all 
her might, completely bllndiifk the un- 
snspecting Jurist. The pepper also 
went past Judge Lueders and went in- 
to the face of the colored porter. Os- 
car Keldel rushed into the hallway 
and the woman threw the remaining 
pvper In the paper package In his 
face. 

"Oh, my !" exclaimed Judge 

Lueders, as he clasped his hands over 
■hit eyes. 

"Now I'm even with you," said the 
angry woman. The screams of the 
Judge and colored porter attracted the 
attention of Mrs. Theodore Foucar and 
the members of her household, and 
they ran down from the third floor. 
The father of Judge Lueders ran into 
the hallway and grabbed the woman. 
Who tried to maim his dlaUnguished 
son. By this tlaa Ikr. MtteCr had 
dashed up the stalrwagr aad a large 
crowd had congregated. Special Po- 
liceman Tom Neely ran up the stair- 
way and the pepper filled the air to 
such an extent that be could acarcely 
make his way to the top. Officer Her- 
man Luechtenberg had a aUnilar ex- 
perience. The officers took okfrge of 
the woman who showed fight and was 
shoved through a glass partition near 
by before she could be quieted. A cab 
was hastily summoned and Judge 
Lueders and his offlce boy, Oscar Kel- 
del, were taken to Dr. Holmes' boa- 
piUl.

M'CARTY TOOK POISON. 



pied Shortly After the Hour Set For 
-His' ilreeutien. 

Tyexington, Ky.. May 16.— Wm. Mc- 
Carty, white, aged ?,2. who wa-s to havf 
been hanged here at 8 o'clock Friday 
morning for the murder of his wilt, 
Lucy Hubbard, took poison abont 1 
o'clock Friday morning and at the 
hour of execution his condition was 
such that Sheriff Wllkerson postponed 
the hanging indefinitely. The mur- 
derer, howeyer, died at 8:22 o'clock, 
and his remains wert tnA«d over to 
the undertaker. McQ^rtf was noticed 
at midnight to harO what appeared to 
be a capsule between his fln^er^i, and 
the death watch, Alexander McKeever, 
notified Jailer Wallace. A search was 
made of his cell and clothing, but noth- 
ing found. The murderer was then 
locked outside the cell in the hallway. 
An hour later he called for a drink of 
whisky. Ten minutes later he asked 
for another drink, and Jailer Wallace 
insisted that he take a cup of coffee, 
to which he agreed, and this was glVen 
htm. MeCarty then lay down on the 
couch and within a few minutes he 
was noticed to be breathing heavily. 
A doctor was summoned. He contin- 
ued to sink, dying shortly after the 
hour set for his execution. 

It is said that Death Watch McKee- 
ver and William McCarty, the dead 
man, were school boys together. 

County Judge F. A. Bullock and 
County Attorney W. P. Kimball an- 
nounce that, vnder the law, the per- 
sons who furnished McCarty the poi- 
son are gulHy of murder and they will 
begin Investigation of the case Satur- 
day morning. Police and detective au- 
thorities have been put to work on the 
case. Both hare suspicions and Will 
not announce them. It is certain that 
McCarty did not have poison concealed 
when put into jail, making it neces- 
sary for some one to have supplied it. 
It is proposed to make the investiga- 
tion exhaustive. The governor was 
notified and approves that eoosse. 

TRAIN WRECK AT M'HENRY. 



Two Trainmen Killsd and Other Per* 
sone Were Injured More or Leee. 

Owensboro, Ky., May 16.— As a re- 
sult of a wreck of the east-bound Illi- 
nois Central fast passenger train at 
McHenry, 60 miles from here. Friday 
evening^ Fireman Curry and Engineer 
Matthews was killed, and a mail clerk 
nnd baggagemaster badly injured. A 
score or more of passengers were In- 
jured more or less. The train was the 
New Orleans limited, running three 
hours late and going at a rapid spaed. 
As she approached the depot at Mc- 
Henry the engine and cars suddenly 
left the track. Six coaches followed 
the engine and tender and all rolled 
into the ditch. The engineer and fire- 
men were caught under the engine 
tad eniahed to death. A special train 
from Central City with physicians waa 
sent to the scene ot the wreck.

She Refuses to Accompany Detective 
Sweeney to OtaMtnnati For Trial 
WltMit Beqaisitlon Papers. 



The Widow of John Picker, Who Waa 
Killed By Orlnking the Poleoneua 
Liquor, 8wore Out a Warrant 
For Mra. McCormlek. 

Memphis. Tesa., May 16.— Upon re- 
quest of th« state the habeas corpus 

proceedings for the release of Mrs. 
McCormick was continiied until Tues- 
day, May 19. The recjuest was made 
upon the ground that the requisition 
papers could not be secured until that 
time.' Mrs. SfcCormick waa taken to 
the Selby county Jail. 

Detective Al Sweeney, fif Cincinnati, 
reached Memphis FYiday morning and 
held a long conference with Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick. She told the Queen City of- 
ficer that aha had changed her mind 
and would not go to Cincinnati without 
requisition papers. 

Chief Millikin, of Cincinnati, was so 
notified and the detective was ordered 
to stay here and await instructions. 
Later he sent a request to Cincinnati 
for the box., and broken bottle to be 
sent to this city to conpleta the work 
here. 

The arrested woman as.serts her in- 
nocence, but behind her evident desire 
to create' the appearance that ahe re- 
gards her arrest as no serious Jeop- 
ardy to her ultimate liberty can be de- 
tected signs of the anxiety that she 
feels. 

Edwin Pell is spending^ money to 
save her. He doee not want her to go 
to Cincinnati and will do everything 
money can do to keep her here. 

Detective Chllds has sworn to the 
warrant, charging murder, here. If 
Mrs. McCormick Is released she will 
be rearrested on charges of being a 
fugitive from Justice and administering 
poison. There Is no possible chance 
at this time to hold Pell. A thorough 
search of the Pell house is to be made 
after the habeas corp\is trial. 

Pell says both Mrs. McCormick and 
Mrs. Nobbe, his sister-in-law, are in- 
sanely Jealous and that both want to 
marry him. He will marry neither 
one, he says, but his preference Is Mrs. 
McCormick. He says the person guil- 
ty of the poison crime should be pun- 
ished, but he likes Mrs. McCormick 
and will stick to her. He is well to 
do. All Memphis is Interested in the 
case. The people here say the woman 
should be sent to Cincinnati to clear 
herself. 

Cincinnati, May 16.— The widow of 
John Flcker, who was killed by drink- 
ing from the contents of the broken 

express package, swore out a warrant 
for Mrs. McCormick Friday afternoon, 
ami it will be sent along with the re- 
quisition papers. Chief Millikin re- 
ceived a message from Gov. Nash that 
he would issue requisition papers to 
bring Mrs. EMlzabeth McCormick from 
Memphis to Cincinnati. It Is possible 
that Mrs. Flcker will go to Memphis 
with an officer later to appear at the 
hearing of Mrs. McCormick. 

New Developments. 
Memphis, Tenn., May 16 — The po- 
lice gave out vague hints Friday night 
of new developments and poeslbly a 

new arrest In the case of the poisoned 
bottle of whisky which was sent from 
this city to Mrs. Kate Nobbe, of Cin- 
cinnati, and in connection with which 
Mrs. Llssle McComlek, of Memphis, 
is under arreet 

A close examination of the writing 
on the wrapper of the package which 
contained the bottle, it is thought, has 
given the new clew which may change 
the entire complexion of the case. This 
wrapper was brought here by the Cin- 
cinnati detective who arrived Friday 
morning. 

It is ntiw quite evident that Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick will fight to the uttermost the 
effort that is being made to take her 
to Cincinnati to stand trial in the 
courts of that city.

CRUEL TREATMENT 

Investigation Mad*' of tli*' Cora- 
plaints by Italian Laborers 
in West Yirfirinia. 



REPORT TO ITALIAN AMBASSADOR 



At Brlckley Laborers Were Tied to 
a Mule to Be Draflr8r«d to 
Work, it is Asserted. 



Their Hande Were Tied In a Qrand 

Jury Room and This Was Done 
Under the Direction of a 
•ub^ontraetar. 

Washington, May 16.— Mr. Speraasa, 

secretary of the aoclety for the protec- 
tion of Italian Immigrants of New 

York, who has been in West Virginia 
for several days Investigating com- 
plaints of ill treatment made by a num- 
ber of Italians who went to West Vir- 
ginta to work on a railroad, stopped In 
Washington Friday on his way bark 
to New York and acquainted Senor 
Mayor des Planches, Italian ambassa- 
dor. In a general way ot tne facts as- 
certataed. Mr. Speranxa will prepare 
a statement of the facts aa he found 
them. 

Speranza in all spent three weeks 
in various portions of West Virginia 
in which Italian laborers are employ- 
ed. Investigating complaints which 
have been received by the society dat- 
ing as far back aa January last In 
the Piney creek region Mr. Speranxa 
Investigated alN'^ations which have 
been brought to the attention of the 
Italian embassy at Washington to the 
eftect that a number ot Italian labor- 
ers who had been sent to work at rait 
road work near Brlckley had been Sttb* 
jected to cruel treatment. 

Mr. Speranza asserts that he has 
corroborative evidence to support the 
charge's which have been made by Ital- 
ian laborers. Theee laborers said that 
they left work and went to Brlckley 
and that they were fled to a mule to 
be dragged to worli, Speran/.a says 
the laborers' hands were tie<l in a 
grand Jury room at Brlckley, and that 
this was done under the direction ot a 
Mr. T. C. Harmon, a 'sub-contractor. A 
justice of the peace Is said to have rut 
the ropes. The district attorney, ho 
added, had promised to bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of the grand Jury. 

In other placea he visited there were 
scattered charges of brutality to la- 
bort rs engaged In railroad construc- 
tion aiKl Mr. Sporan/.a says he has a 
number of aflldavits to support the al- 
legations. Mr. Speranza says the so- 
ciety in whose behalf he has been 
making the inveatigations will seek 
by publicity to aid intending immi- 
grants and others who may arrive in 
this country. With the Information 
he lius gathered at hand they may he 
induced, he says, to avoid making can- 
tracts tor labor in places where It la 
alleged brutalities prevail and seek lo- 
calities where better conditions exist.

Negotiations are in progress between 
the Burley Tobaooo Growers' Association 
and the Louisville Tobacco Warehonse 
Company for an agreement which will 
mean the abaolute supremacy of Louis- 
ville as a tobacco market, will result in 
the handling of the entire output of the I 
>urley tobacco district by the warehousee 
lere and will prevent the tobacco trust 
from buying directly from the growers. 
A conference was held yesterday between 
the ofBeeia of the association and the offi- 
cers and directors of the warehouse com- 
pany, and it is said by trustworthy per- 
sons that the deal is practically certain 
of oonsummatioQ. It is probably the 
largest transaction ever exploited in 
staple tobacco and will involve the hand* 
ling of 140,000 hogsheads each year. This 
business has l)een divided iMtween Lou- 
isville, Hopkinaville, Henderson, Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., and Cincinnati in the past ; 
and for the last two yean much of it baa 
been bought directly from the growers 
by the agent of the trust. The binding 
of the agreement propoeed yesterday 
means tliat all other factors will be elim- 
inated except Louisville. 

Under the provisions of the oootract 
between the individual growers and the 
association, the association is bound to 
buy the entire output of each grower 
upon delivery at the county warehouse 
to be maintained by the association. 
The contract fixes the price for the to- 
bacco for the period of five yean, which 
is the life of the agreement In case the 
market price should reach a higher tlgurc 
than that fixed by the association, then 
the individual members are at liberty to 
sell to outside persons. In case that any 
member sells bis crop or any part of it to 
any other buyer than the association at 
the association price or less, the grower 
is then held under his contract to pay a 
penalty of two cents a pound to the as- 
sociation. 

It is the opinion of the moat expert to- 
liaci o men in Louisville that the effort of 
the farmera to effect this combination 
will be successful, and that the associa- 
tion will be in a position to control the 
next crop of bnrley. If the agreement 
with the warehouse company is made the 
control will be of immense benefit to 
Louisville, as all of the crop will be mar 
keted here. 

The headquarters of the association is 
in Lexington, and a central ofBce will be 
maintained there. The offlcen expect 
that the requisite number of signers to 
the contracts will be secured by Septem- 
ber or October, and a permanent organ!* 
zation will be effected before the begin* 
ning of the season of Dec. 1st.
